To  my  mind,  the  main  event  of  this  year  is  the  institution  of 
measle s  vaccination.  At  first  vaccine  was  scarce  and  only  priority 
groups  of  young  children  were  treated,  but  by  June  we  were  able  to 
vaccinate  all  children  presented  to  us. 

The  effect  of  this  vaccination  has  been  obscured  by  the  already 
existing  measles  infection  here,  and  throughout  the  year  the  number 
of  cases  of  measles  notified  to  me  remained  high.  I  am  sure, 
however,  that  the  good  effect  will  be  seen  more  easily  next  year. 

Measles  has  already  become  a  rare  disease  in  the  United  states  and 
will  become  so  in  this  country. 

B.C.G.  inoculation  against  tuberculosis  has  again  been  successful. 

I  am  pleased  at  the  large  numbers  of  parents  who  have  agreed  to  have 
their  children  protected  in  this  way. 

» 

The  results  of  skin  tests  show  that  there  is  virtually  no 
tuberculos  infection  in  our  area.  This  has  remained  so  for  the  past 
seven  years  and  is  a  good  indication  of  the  basically  healthy  situation.

The  1  At  Risk1  register  is  now  firmly  established.  This  is  a 
notification  procedure  whereby  all  children  with  congenital  defects 
are  routinely  notified  to  the  health  authorities.  In  addition,  all 
factors  surrounding  the  mother’s  pregnancy  and  confinement,  and  the 
child’s  condition  at  birth  which  might  give  rise  to  defect  later  on, 
are  noted,  and  an  annual  medical  check  is  instituted. 

Until  about  ten  years  ago  parents  were  reluctant  to  admit  their 
child’s  defect  but  as  a  result  of  widespread  information  and  publicity 
in  press,  radio  and  television,  parents  are  more  aware  of  the  nature 
of  these  conditions  and  demand  active  measures  to  alleviate  them. 

This  is  a  welcome  change. 

Our  efforts  in  health  education  are  being  greatly  aided  by  series 
of  programmes  presented  on  television  and  radio.  My  staff  are  still 
in  demand  to  give  advice  and  specialised  information  after  these 
broadcasts  and  this  is  readily  given,  but  the  fact  that  they  are  so 
well  presented  lightens  the  burden  of  the  lecturer. 

Smoking  and  lung  cancer.  The  lack  of  progress  in  reducing  smoking 
is  so  depressing  that  I  do  not  like  to  comment. 

Dr.  Malcolm  Potts,  medical  secretary  of  the  International  Planned 
Parenthood  Federation  stated  recently  in  a  report  the  odd  fact  that 
for  every  woman  who  dies  as  a  possible  result  of  taking  oral  contra¬ 
ceptives,  at  least  1,000  women  and  men  die  as  a  direct  result  of  smoking 
but  no  one  worries  about  it. 

Oral  contraceptives  are  available  by  doctor’s  prescription  only 
while  cigarettes  are  freely  available  everywhere. 

The  strength  of  our  habits  in  deciding  our  prejudices  is  seldom 
so  well  demonstrated. 

Finally,  I  would  like  to  record  my  appreciation  for  the 
assistance  and  support  I  have  had  during  the  year  from  the  Clerk, 

Public  Health  Inspectors  and  members  of  the  Local  Health  Office  staff.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HHaLTH  INSPECTOR. 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  1968. 

It  is  pleasing  to  record  the  introduction  of  a  weekly  refuse 
collection  service  from  October.  There  is  every  indication  that 
householders  have  taken  full  advantage  of  the  service  with  a 
consequent  improvement  in  the  hygiene  of  the  district. 

The  cesspool  emptying  service  was  again  fully  stretched  to  meet 
the  increasing  demand  and  to  cope  with  the  extra  mileage  caused  by 
concentrating  disposal  of  cesspool  contents  at  the  Borough  Sewage 
Farm,  valpole  Marsh.  The  very  wet  late  Summer  and  Autumn  added  to 
the  usual  winter  problem  of  the  high  water  table  experienced  in  the 
I  area. 

Another  landmark  was  reached  in  the  commencement  in  August  of 
the  Clenchwarton  and  Terrington  St.  Clement  Sewerage  Scheme.  The 
contract  is  scheduled  for  completion  in  the  next  three  years  when 
the  new  outfall  works  at  King’s  Lynn  will  be  ready  to  receive  the 
flow. 

In  conclusion  I  should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the 
Committee’s  support  and  to  thank  the  Clerk  and  other  Officers  of 
the  Council  for  their  help.  My  thanks  are  due  also  to  my  Assistant 
Mr.  H.J.  Hill  and  Mrs  Copeland  for  their  loyal  service. 
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WATER  SUPPLY: 


This  service  is  provided  by  the  Wisbech  and  District  Water  Board. 

The  following  information  has  kindly  been  supplied  by  Mr.  J.S* 
Collins,  Chemist  and  Bacteriologist,  Wisbech  and  District  Water  Board 

The  water  supplied  to  the  Marshland  Rural  District  comes  from 
one  source 

(a)  The  Board’s  Marham  Works. 

Frequent  bacteriological  examinations  have  been  undertaken  during 
1968  on  samples  from  the  Board’s  Marham  Works,  Beechamwell  Pumping 
Station  and  Margaretta  Bridge  Pumping  Station  and  the  distribution 
system  in  this  area.  The  results  have  been  of  a  high  standard.  No 
reason  was  found  for  the  one  positive  sample  from  a  consumer’s 
tap  during  the  year.  A  repeat  sample  and  subsequent  samples  were 
excellent.  Many  chemical  analyses  have  also  been  carried  out. 

All  new  mains  were  sterilised,  samples  taken  and  bacteriological 
examinations  made  before  the  mains  were  put  into  service.  No 
connections  were  permitted  until  the  water  in  the  mains  was  of  the 
highest  standard  of  purity. 

A  sample  taken  on  the  31st  December,  1968,  from  the  I8n  main  at 
Marham  Pumping  Station  (Marham  mixed  treated  water)  on  which  a 
fluoride  estimation  was  carried  out  had  a  fluoride  content  of  0.02 
parts  per  million  (as  F). 

The  fluoride  content  of  a  sample  from  borehole  ’E’  at  Beechamwell 
taken  on  the  29th  October,  1968,  was  nil.

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Out  of  the  total  of  Board1 s  treated  water  samples,  samples  taken 
at  Margaretta  Bridge  Pumping  Station  and  samples  taken  from  consumers 
taps,  99.9 %  were  negative  on  examination  for  organisms  of  the 
coliform  group.  This  represent  a  continued  very  high  standard  of 
bacterial  purity. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL: 

Cesspools,  privy  vaults  and  septic  tanks,  with  sewage  disposal 
plants  on  the  larger  Council  Housing  Sites,  are  the  main  methods  of 
disposal. 

The  cesspool  emptying  service  was  operated  by  three  vehicles, 
two  1,5000  and  one  1,100  gallon  capacity  (850  gallon  as  standby), 
which  were  fully  employed  in  coping  with  the  demand  from  both  Council 
and  private  properties.  Regular  de-sludging  of  the  sewage  plants 
serving  Council  housing  sites  was  also  carried  out. 

The  very  wet  conditions  experienced  during  the  Autumn  created  a 
difficult  problem  especially  as  disposal  for  cesspool  contents  was 
confined  to  the  Borough  Sewage  Farm,  at  Walpole  Marsh,  and  one 
other  straw  pan  at  Outwell.  Longer  hauls  had  to  be  made  with  a 
reduction  in  the  number  of  jobs  able  to.be  carried  out.  The  use  of 
larger  capacity  emptiers  (1,500  gallons)  has  helped  in  this  respect. 

The  following  work  was  carried  out  during  the  year  and  again  an 
increase  was  shown  over  the  1967  figures 

Cesspools  Privy  Vaults  Housing  Plants 

4,136  83  115 

It  is  interesting  to  note  the  decrease  in  the  emptying  of  privy 
vaults,  which  shows  steady  progress  in  conversion  of  vaults  to 
water  closets. 

Work  commenced  in  August  on  the  Clenchwarton  and  Terrington  St. 
Clement  Sewerage  Scheme.  The  inclement  weather  caused  many  problems 
but  reasonable  progress  was  made. 

RIVER  POLLUTION  PREVENTION  ACTS: 

The  district  continues  to  be  controlled  by  the  two  main  Internal 
Drainage  Boards  of  the  Marshland  Fen  and  west  of  Ouse  together  with 
the  Middle  Level  Commissioners  with  outfalls  controlled  by  the  River 
Boards  of  the  Nene  and  Ouse. 

FRUIT  PICKERS1  QUARTERS  AMD  SEASONAL  WORKERS  -  CARAVANS : 

The  problem  of  housing  and  siting  caravans  for  seasonal  workers 
still  exists.  Periodical  visits  to  sites  were  continued  and  except 
for  a  few  isolated  cases  a  reasonable  state  of  cleanliness  and  order 
was  maintained.

During  August  a  survey  of  the  Anglers'  Camps  at  Outwell  and  Upwell 
v/as  made  and  a  report  made  to  the  Norfolk  County  Council.

Advice 
was  given  to  various  persons  reporting  infestations  and  in  some  cases 
help  was  given  by  the  Department  in  controlling  infestation  on 
premises. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING: 

The  Council  commenced  a  weekly  kerbside  collection  in  the  district 
from  October. 

Use  of  the  Wisbech  Canal  was  continued  and  by  December  a  length 
of  approximately  8,150  feet  had  been  filled.  This  tip  is  receiving 
the  refuse  from  the  Borough  of  Wi sbech  and  Marshland  and  Wisbech  Rural 
District  Councils.  Measures  were  taken  against  fly  and  rodent 
infestation  and  injurious  weeds  were  cut  down  on  the  filled  section. 
Trade  refuse  was  accepted  under  the  control  of  the  Surveyors.
